I have sent for my wife, and 
will ask her to employ a lawyer to de- 
fend me.”’ 


Face and Figure Girlish. 

Mrs. Verner Townley ih a_ slender, 
young woman of 21. Her face and figure 
are girlish, her eyes and hair. are brown 
and her manner is that of a girl brought 
up away from a large city. 

She visited her husband Monday 
morning and brought him some fruit. 
She was not allowed to seé him Sun- 
day, although she went to the police 
station. 

His father had been to see him earlier. 
Her husband’s one request was, ‘‘You 
won't go awav and leave me, will you.” 

He watched her from his place on the 
other side of the little communication 
window until she was out of sight in the 
police room. 

Mrs. Townley’s story of the events of 
Saturday follows: 

“Some mistake was made in the Sun- 
day papers in regard to my marriage.

“There were two ceremonies, one by a 
Presbyterian minister and one by a 
Catholic priest. My husband is a Cathol- 
ic. I was a Saivationist, 

““My mother did not know of our mar- 
riage until a week afterward. She was 
worried, because she thought that we 
did not know each other well enough, 
but my husband has been very good to 
me. 

“She has never seen him, and I am 


sorry that she must come to us when 
he is in such trouble. I used to think 
that death was the greatest trouble 
possible. il know better now. 

“We have been living in St. Louis 
two months. Not long ago we received 
word from my husband’s relatives to 
look for his brother Nick, who was 
said to be in §t. Louis and ill. 

‘We found him and he came tp live 
where we did—ss72 Windsor nlace. He 
had his wife with him and their little 
boy, Noble, aged 3. 

‘Whenever I went any place the little 
boy wanted to go with me and my 
husband did not like the way he was 
kept. They were not careful about his 
clothing and they did not bother about 
his cleanliness. 

‘““My husband gave me money to buy 
trousers for the child and that angered 
his brother. There were a number of 
differences and Saturday morning 
‘Nick’ became very angry at me. He 
quarreled with my husband and was 
about to strike him when I went  be- 
tween them. 

‘*Nick struck me and I have the 
mark still on my chest. He continued 
to say untrue things about me and my 
husband's sister, Mrs. O. W. Burford 
of California, Mo. I do not know her, 
but pictures I have seen show her to 
be a sweet-faced woman.

Keen was standing at the end of the 
cigar counter and partly behind it. 
Freeman did not at first see the young 
man, whom he had sworn to kill at 
sight. Amid breathless silence he 
pought a cigar, snipped off the end 
and turned from the counter with a 
match held to it. 

As he started to take a chair oppo- 
site the cigar counter, his eyes fell on 
Keen, who stood motionless and alert, 
his right hand resting on his hip. 

Freeman's weapon: immediately flashed | 
into play, and simultaneously Keen 
pressed the trigger. The shot went 
wild, crashing through a lamp above 
Freeman’s head and burying itself in 
the well. 

The smoke had _ not cleared from 
Keen's revolver when Freeman's 4n- 
swered. The older man's hand shook 
as he pressed the trigger and the bul- 
let broke the mirror in the end of the 
cigar counter. ' 

For the fraction of a second there 
was silence while Freeman, steadying 
his right hand with his left, took aim 
at the heart of the young man. Keen 
made no move to fire again. He stood 
with his eyes fixed on the weapon lev- 
eled at him. 

The older man fired, and the bullet 
struck Keen in the right breast, pene- 
trating the cavity, but not the heart. 

Keen emptied his revolver in a quick 
fusillade of shots, steadying himselt 
with one hand, apparently unmindful 
of his wound. His first bullet struck 
Freeman on the forehead. Half 
stunned, but not mortally wounded, 
Freeman half turned, falling against 
the counter. The next shot entered be- 
low the shoulder blade and was fatal. 

Keen fired two more shots as the limp 
figure sank to the floor. Neither was 
effective, one burying {texclf in the floor 
and the other in a window casement. 

After the last shot Keen again 
pressed the trigger, heard the weapon 
snap uselessly and tossed it from him. 
He started toward the door, staggered 
and fell with his head against the arm 
of his victim. He died before a physi- 
clan reached the spot. 

Freeman was still alive when picked 
up, but lived only a few minutes af‘er 
being taken home. He did not regain 
consciousness. 

No word was spoken by any person 
from the time Freeman entered the 
store until the last shot. Mrs. Bowles 
knew his favorite brand of cigar and 
gave it to him in silence. The usual 
greetings from the men gathered in the

‘He shoulders every responsibility that 
belongs to him. On the other hand.

The Sirio, a 
Owned by the Navigazoa Italiana of 
Genoa, Italy, left Genoa with 470 pas- 
sengers. Aug. 2. Two days later 75 ad- 
ditional passengers were taken on at 
Barcelona, Spain. The ship then sailed 
for Cadiz, Spain, to take on more pas- 
sengers. The Captaén, in order to 
shorten the route and gain time, pro- 
posed to thread a difficult passage, 
passing as close as possible to the dan- 
a rocky ledges. Surrounding the 
Hormigas Islands. These islands lie 
about two and one-half miles to the 
Castward of Cape Palos. 

The ship struck the reef 
about 5 p. m., and immediately began 
to sink, stern first. The Captain, hor- 
rified at the result of his reckless navi- 
gation, killed himself. 

Fight in Panic, 

The passengers were in a _ state of 
horror und panic. Crowds rushed for- 
ward, pushing each other and fighting 
for places in the boats. Many fell and 
Were tranipled to death. Dozens of 
men and women threw themselves into 
the sea, . 

The Italian enmgrants, with knives in 
their hands and without regard for the 
women or children, fought with the 

reatest brutality for the possession of 

fe buoys and boats. 

Many were killed or wounded, inelud- 
ing several members of the crew, who 
were attucked by emigrants. 

For half an hour the emigrants were 
masters of the situation. They com- 

letely overcame the crew by sheer 

orce of numbers, and this in spite of 
the efforts of the officers, who tried to 

Save the women and children first. 

A ereup of emigrants approached one 
of the ship's boats which was already 
full and which was about to be 
launched, and dislodged the people, kill- 
ing ®everal with their knives. Just as 
they were about to occupy the boat 
themselves another body of armed emi- 
: gh came up and a fierce fight for 

@ possession of the lifeboat followed. 

A young mother who was carrying her 
baby was advised to abandon the child 
and try to save herself alone. This she 
refused to do, declaring that she pre- 
ferred that they die together. oth 
eventually were picked up alive from

Most of the officers and crew of the 
Sirlo are among the saved. 

Many of the survivors brought ashore 
were seriously wounded and a number 
had sustained fractured limbs. Some of 
the injured subsequently died.

If he had an appointment 
to speak at 2 o'clock, promptly at 2 
o'clock he would arrive. He would come 
in his carriage unattended. He would 
permit no one to introduce him. But 
passing through the crowd he would 
make for the rostrum and begin, ‘Citi- 
zens." Never did he say ‘Fellow Citi- 
zens.’ Those before him were no fel- 
lows of his. And when he had con- 
cluded he would make his way back to 
the hotel, without personally addressing 
a@ soul in his audience. No one dared 
interrupt him in his speech. He refused 
to recognize the right of any constituent 
to ask him how he stood on «ny sub- 
ject.”’

The medley fell into an unusual

HEN the ifiting strain of her wild little song echoed through the woods 
near Tilliedrum, and Babbie, ‘“‘the ‘Gyptian,’’ danced out from the 
shadows into the view of the Rev. Gavin Dishart at the Suburban last 

night, it was a very elfish and fascinating personality which then~began the 
revelation of itself. Not that of Maude Adams, who created this gossamer 
role in the dramatization of the most human of all Barrie’s novels, ‘‘The Lit- 
tle Minister,’ but close kin to her, all the same—and throughout the rest of 
the play the biggest audience of the season at the Suburban made it plain 
to Miss Maude Fealy that she was scoring a success worthy even of the best 
efforts of the Babble who is now Peter Pan and the best beloved actress on 
the American stage. . 

It was distinctly a personal triumph, this of the young woman whg has 
se modestly and yet so surely gone to the front in the days since we saw her 
in support of Mr. Willard, and it was won gradually and on a steadily as- 
cending scale by excellent work. Miss Fealy has superlative good looks to 
recommend her to her audiences at sight, but, better than good looks, she 
has marked talent, temperament, and a magnetism which reaches out across 
the footlights and claims the instant and sustained friendship of the house. 
These things were brought into full exercise last night, with the result that 
the big audience became tremendously enthusiastic and took the new star into 
its affections apparently without reservation. 


There is, of course, but one way to play Lady Babbie, and that’s the 
Maude Adams way, making of the young Scots noblewoman a sort of mis- 
chievous woodland sprité with a curious pathos of devotion to her father’s 
peasantry attaching to her baffling character, and the creator of the role, 
an artist to her finger tips, has so indelibly etched its essentials on the 
public mind that it would be perilous indeed for another to blaze out a new 
traii with the part. Miss Fealy does not attempt this. She is wise enough 
to model her own characterization closely upon that of Miss Adams, holding 
firmly to all the Maude Adams traditions, and, consequently, those who re- 
member the first Babbie experience n¢@ shock of change in meeting the sec- 
ond. Nevertheless, it isn’t merely an imitation Babbie whom they now en- 
counter, for there is a plenty of Individuality in Miss Fealy’s work, into 
which she puts a youthful enthusiasm 4nd relish that makes it delightfully 
spontaneous and convincing. In her scenes with ‘‘the little Minister,’’ with 
the wild and rioting Scottish weavers, and with her father and redcoat suit- 
or in Rintoul Castle, she is finely natyral, alert with the joyousness and 
madcap irresponsibility that are insep&rable from Babbie as Barrie drew her. 
For a brief moment, too, as when she confesses her love for Gavin Dishart, 
and again in the touching little scene with Micah Dow, son ?of the village 
drunkard saved by Gavin, there is 4 yenuine earnestuess and sincere fee!- 
ing that calls forth an immediate response from the audience. The complet- 
ed Babbie picture as drawn by Miss Fealy is thoroughly satisfying, and, if 
the temper of last night’s audience be taken as a reliable indication, she has 
made a great St. Louis hit at the very outset of her Suburban engagement. 
She was recalled time and again at the close of each of the four acts. 


Mr. Walter Edwards’ work in the title role was of distinct merit. The part 
fits him temperamentally and he plays it with enjoyment of its demands. The 
general support was so excellent that one hesitates to single out individual 
members for special mention, yet it seems to me that Mr. Fenwick as Rob 
Dow, Mr. Buchanan as the chief elder, Mr. Gilbert as one of his associate 
elders and Miss Wesley as Nannie were so particularly good as to compel this 
distinction. The production was marked by intelligent attention to its 
scenic requirements and its several stage settings, the scene in the woods, 
the gardeti manse and the Rintoul Castile interior, were well presented. The 
offering takes rank as perhaps marking the top notch of summer presentations. 


“THE TELEPHONE GIRL” REViVED AT DELMAR. 

“The Telephone Girl’’ was revived at Delmar Garden Sunday night and the 
popularity of the piece was indicated by an audience that nacked the audi- 
torlum and enthusiastically applauded the work of the comedians and singers. 
There have been several changes in the cast and they were all advantageous, 
for the performancé was much better even than it was a few weeks ago. 

For instance, Frank Stammers, the stage manager, took the part of Snuf- 
fles, the telephone errand boy. Mr. Stammers proved himself a master of the 
art of make-up, for his youthful appearance ‘ccled many of his friends 
who saw his name on the program, but could not see Stammers in the boy- 
ish chap cavorting about the stage with pert Pearl Rvare. 

Mr. Stammers wrote the song, “I know Them All,”” and he sang it as it 
should be sung—sang it so well that he was kent adding verses for many min- 
utes. Many of these being aimed at the ice trust and another being handed 
out as advice to the Million Club: He suggested that this body make liberal 
contributions to the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund to save 
the babies.

Young’s pantomime in the second act, where he makes love to the two cock- 
tails which he found on the dressing table of Beauty Fairfax. Without 
saying a word for 10 minutes Mr. Young kept the audience laughing as 
heartily as he did by his attempt to telephone to Sing Sing prison or his 
efforts to untangle the tangles he put into the English language.

Rathbone, in a statement just pub- 
lished, says he was subjected to trial 
by arbitrary and unusual modes, con- 
trary to the fundamental laws of Cuba 
and justice and that the proceeding was 
not a legal one, but was a special pro- 
ceeding directed and controlled by Gen. 
Wood; that he did not have a fair trial; 
that Wood fixed the amount of bail 
‘when he was released, and that Wood 
used illegal evidence against him. By 
letter Gen. Wood communicated in- 
to the Court, Rathbone 
and authorized the use of ex- 
parte expositions. He says witnesses 
Were not summoned in his behalf, 
which is contrary to the constitution. 

Maj. Rathbone aiso says that Gen. 
Wood discriminated against him in the 
matter of official accounts: that Gen. 
Wood in statements of other officials, 
and his own as well, in which the same 
character of accounts were included, 
held that they were not proper and reg- 
ular, while .holding that Rathbone’s 
were irregular.

SAYS HE’LL KEEP OFFICE 


Salary Reduced From $1800 to 
$100 a Year and Lieu- 
tenant Promoted. 


The East St. Louis City Council Mon- 
day passed the ordinance abolishing the 
pftice of Chief of Police and created 
that of Superintendent of Police in its 
stead. The Council overruled Mayor 
Cook's veto of the measure by a vote 
of 10 to 4. 

This ordinance is intende& to oust 
Chief of Police Purdy, lieutenant of 
Mayor Cook, who has put the Sunday 
“lid” down, tightly in East St. Louis. 

Chief Purdy said Monday that he 
would fight to the last ditch, would not 
give up his books and papers, would 
Keep his office by force if necessary and 
would go into court to protect himselt 
from what he calls political jobbing. 

The ordinances with a direct bearing 
on tre fight against Mayor Cook and 
Chief Purdy were several in number, 
and were passed at different times’ in 
the past few weeks. 

These ordinances all came back with 
the Mayor's veto Monday morning when 
the Council met. 

The first ordinance abolished the office 
of Chief. of Police, stibstituted that of 
Superintendent of Police and fixed the 
salary of the City Marshal (Purdy has 
been City Marshal) at $100 a year. It 
provides that Michael Doyle, the pres- 
ent Lieutenant of Police, shall be acting 
Superintendent until a man shall be 
named for the office. 





Declares Acts Illegal. 


Mayor Cook gave written reasons for 
vetoing this ordinance. He said it was 
unlawful for the City Council to usurp 
executive duties in the attempt to en- 
large its own powers. It was unlawful, 
he said, to change a salary ordinance 
later than May 31, the end of the first 
quarter of the fiscal vear. 

Iie decided it was not legal to reduce 
the salary of Purdy as City Marshal 
from 21800 to $100 while he is in office. 
A Lieutenant cannot be made a Chief 
with increase of pay in the middle of 
the year, he said. 

“The Gouncil usurps appointive pow- 
er.”’ Mayor Cook wrote, ‘‘which is not 
legal. It even gives the Council right 
to hear and prefer chargés against the 
Mavor. It gives the Council power to 
legislate the Mayor out of office. That 
is not legal.”’ 

Another ordinance passed over Mayor 
Cock's veto was one changing the Coun- 
cil meetings from monthly to weekly. 

“There is only one reason for that.” 
sald Mayor Cook. ‘Fifty-one of the 
58 sections in the ordinance will have to 
be changed. Each one will be reprinted 
the old way and the new way. That 
will help the official organ to increase 
its printing bills to the city.” 

Another ordinance gave the right of 
the floor to any person who wished to 
address the Council. Mayor Cook vetoed 
this part of the ordinance on the 
grounds that the majority might fill the 
room with outsiders enough to freeze 
out minority members. 

former City Comptroller Kirk and W. 
S. Forman, former City Counselor, lead- 
ers of the insurgents, were at the Coun- 
cil meeting and directed the insurgent 
Councilmen to pass the ordinances, not- 
withstanding the veto. 

Chief Purdy. was at his desk after the 
Council meeting waiting for some one to 
try to take his authority and position 
from him,

William Royce Killed Mrs, Pat- 
ton, Who Encouraged, Then 
Repulsed Affection. 





SERVES LONG SENTENCE 





Upon Release Finds Victim's 
Child, Wins Her Love and 
Marriage Follows.

SIOUX CITY, Io., Aug. 6.—The mar- 
riage of William P. Royce and Miss 
Loretta Patton Hendrickson, daughter 
of Mrs. Nellie Patton, whom Royce 
murdered 10 years ago, has left among 
the friends of the couple an unan- 
swered question, whether Royce was 
actuated by true, whole-hearted love, 
or whether he was moved by a sense 
of justice and a wish to devote his life 
to the girl whom he had made an or- 
phan at the age of 7. 

With the girl’s adopted brother and 
a few intimate friends the young peo- 
ple went in the month just passed to 
the home of the Rev. G. W. Moore, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Lemars, where they were 
married in as happy a fashion as 
though there were no memories of 
tragedy. 

Royce is employed as one or the 
foremen of the Sioux City Gas and 
Electric Co., having learned the trade 
uf stationary engineer in the Peniten- 
tiary, and he is showing a steadiness 
of purpose which promises him success. 


Slays Young Widow. 

Royce was a boy of 17 when, made 
desperate by his failure to win the love 
of the young widow so many admired, 
he forced his way into the home of 
Mrs. Patton, implored her to go with 
him and, being rejected, shot her dead. 
It is believed he intended to end his 
own life, but the sight of his bleeding 
and prostrate victim sobered and 
scared him. He fied, but made no 
studied effort to eScape and was soon 
arrested. 


His mother and sister were depend- 
ent upon him, and Mrs. Patton, it was 
shown at the triai, had given him 
much encouragement. Royce was 
found guilty of murder in the second 
Gegree and sentenced to 17 years in 
prison. 

From the first day of his confinement 

Royce set about to make something of 
himself. He was placed in the machine 
shops and by close application and hav- 
ing more than ordinary talent for the 
work he decent an expert. He was 
paroled gftér ten Years. 
Royce ‘admits ‘his’ first impulse as a 
free man was to make reparation, so 
far as possible, to the girl he had de- 
prived of a mother. As soon as he had 
saved some money he started out to 
find the girl. He learned of her adop- 
tion into the family of Henry Hen- 
drickson, @ prosperous farmer near 
Hinton, Io. One Sunday he drove out 
there and with some hesitation intro- 
duced himself. 


Loves and Weds Daughter. 


Big-hearted Henry Hendrickson sym- 


pathized with young Royce as he had 
with the child he had adopted. He took 
Royce into the house and introduced 
him. When Royce left, he invited him 
to come again and gradually the frend- 
ship grew. Both viewed with dismay 
the sensation their marriage was sure 
to cause. But their love was strong 
enough to withstand the notoriety and 
since their marriage the bride has been 
living at her home in Hinton, 12 miles 
from Sioux City, while Royce is hard 
at work here preparing a home.
